Emperor Willing to Choose a Cab- 
inet from Legislators. 


RECALLS LOUIS XVI’S FATE! 


Speaker in Parliament Hints at! 
What May Follow If the Ruler 
Does Not Satisfy the People. 


8ST. PETERSBURG, May 16.—In spite of 
the fear that the address in reply to the 
Speech from the Throne moved yesterday 
in the lower house of Parliament would 
precipitate an immediate conflict between 
the Crown and Parliament, The Associat- 
ed Press is in a position to state that Em- 
peror Nicholas is determined to avoid a 
breach if possible. 

Not only will partial amnesty be grant- 
ed, probably on May 19, the Emperor's 
bitthday, but the Emperor ifs ready to 
replace the Goremykin Ministry with a 


Cabinet chosen from among the conserva- 
tive members of the majority in the lower 
house, in the hope of effecting a compro- 
mise. He is not willing to permit the ma- 
jority to select the Premier, but once such 
@ concession is made it is difficult to un- 
derstand how the Emperor can halt half 
Way and refuse the full constitutional 
monarchy, which government by Parlia- 
ment majorities involves. Practically Par- 
Hament has already won a great victory. 

The Constitutional Demooratic leaders, 
while boldly asserting that the reply to 
the Speech from the Throne is intended 
to make clear to the Emperor that the 
country will be satisfied with nothing less 
than a constitutional monarchy on a dem- 
ooratic basis, nevertheless insist that it is 
not an ultimatum. They consider the re- 
ply to be exceedingly temperate in tone, 
and say it required all their ability to 
prevent the introduction of more radical 
expressions. 


The lower house of Parllament this 


evening concluded the general discussion 
of the address in reply to the Speech from 
the Throne, and began deliberation on the 
separate planks of the document. The 7 


four were adopted before the adjournment. 

These cover the questions of universal 
suffrage, the reform of the bureaucracy 
and the provincial’ administration, the 
stoppage of repression, and the all-impor- 
tant point of Ministerial responsibility. 
On this last point the radicals scored 
their first triumph, forcing the inclusion 
{in the paragraph of a complete demand 
for Ministerial responsibility by the inser- 
tion of the word “all’’ before the word 
* Ministers.” 

When Parliament reassembled this 
morning the impression prevailed that the 
day would witness stirring scenes. Pre- 
mier Goremykin and the entire Cabinet 
were seated on the Ministerial benches. 

The excited frame of mind of the mem- 
bers was evidenced by the long list of 
speakers submitted even before President 
Mouromtseff had called the Howse to 
order. From the outset words in favor of 
moderation were few and far between. 

Seminoff, a Social Revolutionist from 
Saratoff, was the first speaker. Amid 
wild applause he declared that the reply 
to the Speech from the Throne was too 
weak. Parliament, he added, was evi- 
dently content with less than the people. 

To cries of “ Semlia { Ivolia !’’(‘‘ Land 
and Freedom! ’’) Seminoff announced that 
the people who had sent him to Parlia- 
ment did not want land without liberty. 
The peasants were so revolutionary that 
“only a spark is required to kindle a con- 
flagration, and anarchy and destruction 
are certain if the demands of the peasants 
are not satisfied immediately.”’ 

Prof. Kusmin-Karavieff, while defend- 
ing the principle of Ministerial responsi- 
bility, openly hinted at the possibility that 
Emperor Nicholas might meet the fate of 
Iouis XVI. if he rejected the principle. 
“We stand,” he said, ‘‘in the position of | 
France in 1789. Had the proposal of 
Mirabeau for a responsible Ministry been 
accepted France might have escaped the | 
years of bloodshed, anarchy, and tyranny 
which followed: A solemn warning lies 
for us therein.” 

Boneireff, of Saratoff, declared that he 
and others of the Volga delegation had 
been overwhelmed with letters and tele-| 
grams telling of new repressions. The| 
chief duty of Parliament, he asserted, | 
was to force a change in the administra. | 
tion in order to stop the repressions. 

A sensational speech was delivered by | 
Mikhailechenko, a workman of Ekater- 
inoslav, who said he spoke for the prole- 
tariat, ‘‘ which has. nothing to lose ex-/ 
cept its chains, and which proposes to | 
fight to the bitter end for freedom and| 
against the system which seeks to protect 
those who fatten upon the people's 
money.” Continuing, Mikhailechenko said: | 

“TI represent a group of only fourteen 
workmen, but we meet our supporters | 
everywhere in the streets of the cities, | 
and we have no fear. We stand for Social | 
Democracy, justice to the laboring men, } 
and liberty for all without distinction of | 
race or religion.’ 

The leadership in Parliament is being | 
rapidly assumed by the Tver group of j 
members, whose ability has thus far| 
stood out in relief. The contingent from | 
the Volga provinces is showing the} 
greatest radicalism. None of the mem- 
bers from the Caucasus or Siberia have 
spoken up to the present, but it is no- 
ticeable that they applaud the most tadi- 


cal utterances. Although the Mussul- 
mans took their place on the Right, 


the_majority are acting with the Con- 
stitutional Democrats. The 
from the Baltic Provinces are Radical 
to a man. Over half the village priests 
are also enthusiastic members of the Op- 
position.

Spectre Caronia in the Clouds and a 
Shadow Coney Island Beside Her. 


A mirage of such power that those who 
have crossed the harbor every day of 
their lives for years could not recall its 
equal was seen in the Lower Bay for 
two hours yesterday afternoon. It lined 


the shore with phantom cities and filled | 


the lower strata of the clouds with phan- 
tom fleets. 

Perhaps the most interesting view of the 
phenomenon was seen from the Sandy 
Hook on her 1 o'clock trip from the city 
to Atlantic Highlands. She had dashed 
through the Narrows and was making 
for the West Bank Light when her pas- 
sengers saw the buildings on Coney Isl- 
and slowly rise to heights so majestic 
as to make them think that the boat 
was approaching another city of sky- 
scrapers. Presently a second beach with 
rolling surf defined itself, bisecting the 
fantastic structures, and the tower of 
Dreamland rose to Eiffel proportions as 
the island receded. 

The Sandy Hook swept by the Swash 
buoy.. Just afterward she sighted the 
Cunarder Caronia, incoming from Liver- 
pool, about five miles away in the Main 
Channel, midway between the Bar and 
the Southwest Spit. Above her, clear in 
every detail, steamed a spectre Caronia, 
with a line of clear sky between them. 

As the big ship and little one sped 
closer the phantom hulk slowly settled 
down upon the other and joined with it, 
presenting an appearance of bulk as yet 
undreamed of by the boldest builder 
of ships. And then this slowly dwindled 
to true proportions as the vessel passed.

HIT MRS.COGHLAN’S CARRIAGE 


Admiral’s Wife Has Narrow Escape 
from Injury In a Runaway. 


The wife of Rear Admiral Joseph B. 
Coghlan, commandant of the New York 
Navy Yard, narrowly escaped serious in- 
jury from a frightened mustang in First 
Avenue early last evening. When the ac- 
cident occurred Mrs. Coghlan and Mrs. 
William C. Wise, wife of Rear Admiral 
Wise, were being driven in a navy yard 
brougham to the East Twenty-third Street 
Ferry. 

As the carriage was crossing Twenty- 
fourth Street a mustang attached to a 
light cart driven by Samuel Wickes of 128 
East 123d Street, crashed into it at full 
speed. Wickes’s horse had been fright- 
ened by an automobile at Twenty-fourth 
Street and Third Avenue, and bolted east 
through Twenty-fourth Street. 

While the driver of the brougham, a 
regularly enlisted man, was quieting his 
own plunging horses, the mustang kicked 
himself free and ran down First Avenue. 
Wickes still held to the reins, shouting 
and trying to stop the frantic antmal. 

Mrs. Coghlan and Mrs. Wise, who had 
jumped to the pavement when the crash 
came, re-entered the brougham and drove 
to the East Twenty-second Street Police 
Btation. 

Meanwhile the runaway, followed by a 
crowd of shouting men and boys, galloped 
down First Avenue scattering persons 
right and Jeft. At Twenty-second Street 
the horse ran Gown Mrs, Annie Fleischer 
of 345 East Twentieth Street, who was 
crossing the avenue with her two small 
children. She managed to push the little 
ones to the sidewalk but slipped and fell 
directly in front of the frightened animal. 

When the mustang reached Twenty-first 
Street, William Gilbride ran into the 


street and made a grab at the bridle. He 
only succeeded in dislocating his finger. 
The horse sped on. 

A little further on, Policeman Fries of 
the East Twenty-second Street Station 
saw the beast ae: He rushed into the 
street and brought his night stick down 
on the animal's head as it passed. The 
runaway staggered and swerved. A few 
yards further on it slowed down and sub- 
mitted to the score of hands that grabbed 
its bridle. 

Wickes was arrested and taken to the 

olice station, where he was identified by 

{rs. Coghlan and Mrs. Wise. He was 
charged with criminal carelessness. 

Mrs.: Fleischer was picked up uncon- 
scious and taken to Bellevue Hospital.

BROADWAY PLOT $1,700,000. 


New Skyscraper Will Be Put Up at 
Exchange Place. 


The Knickerbocker Trust Company has 
bought the property at the northeast 
corner of Broadway and Exchange Place, 
a plot about 60 by 181, on which how 
stands the southerly part of the Consoli- 
dated Exchange Building. The property 
now extends along the northerly side of 
Exchange Place to and including the 
corner of New Street. 

The price paid for the plot, which con- 
tains 8,371 square feet, was about $200 
a square foot, or $1,700,000. The sellers 
were Henry E. Jones and Edward R. 
Wharton as Trustees. Herman L. R. 
Edgar negotiated the deal. The nominal 
buyer, to whom the property was trans- 
ferred yesterday, is Walter B. Warren, 
but Charles T. Barney, President of the 
Knickerbocker Trust Company, con- 
firmed last evening a report that the 
purchase had been made for that com- 
pany and that a new building would be 
erected on the site. 

Just how soon the building operation 
will be undertaken, Mr. Barney said, will 
depend very largely upon how soon the 
Consolidated Exchange mukes a decision 
as to when and where it will move 

The Exchange occupies the site under 
a ground lease, which has about six 
years yet to run, so that the erection 
of the new Knickerbocker Trust Building 
may have ‘to be deferred for some time, 


but it is believed that some arrangement 
will be made by which the company will 
get possession of the site at no very 
distant date, 

The new building will probably be twen- 
ty or more stories in height, although Mr. 
Barney says that many of the details 
of the new structure have yet to be 
determined. 
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RICH GIFTS OF STOCK 


\Jamison Says He Paid Cassatt’s 


Assistant $5,000, 
HE PREFERRED REAL CASH 


Others Received Stock for Granting 
Favors in Coal Car Shipments 
~Wheels Within Wheels. 


PHILADELPHIA, May 16.—Sensational 
revelations were made to-day during the 
investigatién of the Inter-State Commerce 
Commission into the alleged discrimina- 
tion by railroad companies in the distribu- 
tion of cars to coal companies in the bitu- 
minous region. 

Three important witnesses were heard 
in the persons of Geotge W. Creighton, 
General Superintendent of the Pennsyl- 
vania Division of the Pennsylvania Rail- 
road Company; Robert K. Cassatt, son of 
President Cassatt of the Pennsylvania 
Railroad and Eastern Manager of the 
Keystone Coal and Coke Company, and 
John M. Jamison of Greensburg, Penn., 
President of the Jamison Coal and Coke 
Company. 

Creighton admitted that he held stock 
in several coal companies, and that stock 
had been presented to him. 

Jamison testified that his company had 
presented to Pennsylvania Rallroad offi- 
cials stock in his company with the object 
of securing better treatment and facilities 
from the corporation. 

During the course of his testimony he 
stated that through J. R. McGinley of 
Pittsburg, 500 shares of stock in the 
Jamison Company had been offered to 
Robert Pitcairn, now assistant to the 
President of the Pennsylvania Raltlroad 
and formerly connected with the Pitts- 
burg Division. Pitcairn did not want 
the stock, however, and the witness said 
he bought it back from him for $5,000. 
According to Jamison he was told by 
McGinley that Pitcairn said he preferred 
the money to the stock. 

“Why was this stock offered to Mr. 
Pitcairn?’ the witness was asked. 

“I believe Mr. McGinley considered him 
a good man to have in the company be- 
cause of his railroad connections,’’ re- 
plied Jamison, 

The witness was asked if he held any 
stock in trust. He replied that there were 
400 shares in his name which belonged 
equally to Edward Pitcairn, trainmaster 
of the Pittsburg division, and’ R. L. 
O’Donnel, General Superintendent of the 
Buffalo & Allegheny Valley division. The 
stock was presented to the men named. 
Asked if'there were any other railroad of- 
ficials who held stock in the company, 
Jamison said George W. Clark, car dis- 
tributer at Altoona, Penn., held 100 shares 
and Joseph Boyer, employed in the office 
of A. W. Gibbs, Superintendent of Motive 
Power of the Pennsylvania Railroad, held 
200 shares. 

Commissioner Clements asked the wit- 
ness if hig motive in giving the. stock 
away was that of securing better treat- 
ment and facilities from the railroad. 
Jamison said that was the object. 

“What were the obstacles in your 
way?” asked the Commissioner. 

“We had no cars, and the freight rates 
were irksome.” 

“Have the rates improved since? ”’ 

“They have.” 

Another interesting witness was George 
W. Clark, Pennsylvania Railroad Car 
Distributor at Altoona, who was on the 
stand yesterday and who finished his 
testimony to-day. He told of having re- 
ceived monthly a -check for $50 from 
Capt. Alfred Hyeks, a mine operator, and 
stated that he did not know why the 
money was sent to him. He said he had 
also received gifts from other mine opera- 
tors in the last three or four years. R. 
K. Cassatt told the commission that at a 
time when the Pennsylvania Railroad 
Company was suffering from a acarcity 
of coal cars it had’ relinquished Its claim 
to 500 cars ordered trom the Pressed Steel 
Car Company and that the cars had been 
purchased by the Keystone Coal and Coke 
Company, 

Mr. Cassatt was asked to enumerate the 
various coal companies in which he is in- 
terested, and he did so, stating that the 
management of each company was prac- 
tically the same. In the case of the 8. 
Latrobe-Connellsville Company, he gave 
the names of William A. Patten, J. N. 
Purviance, Robert Pitcairn, Jr., and 
others, elther now or at one time con- 
nected with the Pennsylvania Railroad, 


as being interested in the company. 

The witness, Creighton, in answer to 
questions, stated that for a number of 
years the ratings and percentages of the 
various coal companies were regarded as 
confidential. He was asked how it was 
possible under these conditions for a coal 
company to know_whether it was recelv- 
ing its proper supply. He said the com- 

any had no way of determining whether 

t was receiving its percentage. 

In answer to questions Mr. Creighton 
said he owned stock in‘a number of coal 
companies, the shares having been pre- 
sented to him while he was in charge of 
the distribution of cars over the division 
on which the mines are located. 

Among the companies in which Supt. 
Creighton admitted that he held stock 
which had been presented to him are the 
following: 

Mitchell, Watson & Co., 667 shares; 
Cochran Coal Company, 250’ shares; Cabot 
Creek Coal Co., 50 shares; Commercial 
Coal Company, 33 shares; Big Bend Coal 
Company, 17 shares; Monterey Coal Com- 
pany, 40 shares. In addition he holds 200 
shares of the Saltsburg Coal Company 
stock, which he purchased, according to 
his statement, at half par value. 


SAYS CASSATT MAY RESIGN. 


Philadelphia Paper Asserts That Coal 
Revelations May Make Him Quit. 


PHILADELPHIA, May 16.—The North 
American to-morrow will say: 

“ Circumstantial reports that Alexander 
J. Cassatt has determined to resign the 
Presidency of the Pennsylvania Railroad 
Company in consequence of the startling 
disclosures in the railroad coal investi- 
gation, yesterday reached the Inter-State 
Commerce Commission. 

“It is said that before leaving for Eu- 


rope last week Mr, Cassatt told some of 
his closest personal friends that he has 
been grossly deceived by his subordinate 
officers of the Pennsylvania Railroad con- 
cerning the actual facts and conditions of 
the management of the company. 

“These intimate friends were assured 
by Mr. Cassatt that he had relied upon 
statements made to him which in the Sony

Commissioner Bingham Denies He 


Said It Should Be Allowed.

ST. LOUIS, Mo., May 16.—The Post- 


Dispatch to-day printed this: 
In reply to the question, 
any grafting policemen in New York 
Gen. Bingham, Police Commissioner of 
New York City, sald: 
“Why, surely, just the same as there 
are in all large cities. Every large city 


has cops who do a little grafting now and 
then. Why shouldn't they? What is 
grafting, anyway? The big fellows graft. 
Why shouldn't the poor cops be allowed 
to pick up a few extra dollars now and 
then? 

“If a cop walks a certain beat a long 
time, and gets well acquainted with the 
people living there, he is likely to pick up 
a little money now and then for some 
special service which he might render. 
Whenever anybody gives a function in 
New York and wants a special detail of 
police we tell them that the service is 
absolutely ‘free of charge, but if they 
want to slip a few dollars to the cops, we 
have no objection to it. All the top has 
to do is to report that he has been of- 
fered a tip by so and so, and then, when 
he accépts it, he must deduct a certain 
percentage for the pension fund.” 

Asked if he would dismiss a policeman 
for being drunk, Gen. Bingham replied: 

‘“‘No, I should say not. If a man gets 
drunk at his post, so drunk that he can- 
not perform his duty, we deal with* him 
severely, but if he gets on a little jag 
while off duty, or takes a few drinks now 
and then, we don’t punish him.” 

“What punishment would be imposed 
on, @ New York policeman who was 
caught protecting ¢rooks?”’

Bingham had an engagement stepped up 
and the Generali excused himself. 

Commissioner Bingham in a telegram 
to-night declared he had been “ inaccur- 
ately’ quoted, He wired, ‘it is im- 
possible to condone graft in any form.

Miss Ernst at the time was suffering 
from cold blisters on her lips, and was in 
danger of innoculation by the poison, yet 
she not only sucked the poison from the 
wound, but cut the wound open with a 
knife, sucked {t out completely, and then 
assisted the young man seven miles to a 
physician. 

The cases of interest in New York are 
as follows: To Daniel BH. Curtin, aged 1, 
of 332 East Sixty-sixth Street, New York, 
is given a bronze medal and $2,000 to edu- 
cate himself. He saved Hulda Johnston 
and Hilda Elg, small girls, from drowning 
at the foot of East Seventieth Street, New 
York, on Aug. 21, 1905.

A NEW POOLROOM SCHEME. 


Pinkertons Detect a Man Signaling 
Odds from the Paddock. 


A single capture by the Pinkertons at 
Belmont Park yesterday stopped signal- 
ing by poolroom agents for the day, and 
sent the correspondents of the city pool- 
rooms back to the slower, but surer, 
method of communicating race track 
news by messengers. 

The man arrested, Paul Kenna, known 
to the Pinkerton men as ‘' Yank” Kenna, 
was arrested in the paddock where he 
was detected in the act of signaling to 
other men just outside the track enclos- 
ure. .

Sach page, as the man later made clear, 
stood for a horse, in the regular order 
that the names of the horses appeared on 
the card, Where in place of a figure a 
cross dash had been made, a scratch was 
indicated. The figures wére large enough 
to be read easily by Kenna's associates, 
on the lookout with field glasses just out- 
side the borders of the race course.

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FERRYBOAT RAMMED 


AND SUNK BY LIGHTER 


The 25 Passengers Ashore Long 
Before She Went Down. 


INTERESTED, NOT PANICKY 


The Greenwich Kept Serenely on 
After Ripping the Baltimore’s 
Hull Off Desbrosses Street. 


The Pennsylvania ferryboat Bultimore 
sank last evening in 16 feet of water in 
the south slip at Desbrosses Street, two 
hours and a half after the lighter Green- 
wich had ripped a hole in her port side. 
All of the twenty-five or thirty passen- 
gers on board when the collision occurred 
were landed safely, but they had a bad 
fright. 

The Baltimore was struck at 5:10 P. Ma 
The last thing the ferryboat crew saw 
of the Greenwich, they say, the lighter 
was going about its business as if nothing 
out of the ordinary had happened. 

Notwithstanding their fright the pas- 
sengers on the Baltimore showed remark- 
able coolness. Less than 100 yards from 
the Desbrosses Street ferryhouse they 
calmly waited for the boat to make the 
slip and then walked ashore. 

The Baltimore left the Jersey City 
terminal of the Pennsylvania Ratfiroad at 
5:05 o'clock. At that time of day there 
is less eastbound ferry travel than at 
any other. There were four teams in the 
middle of the boat. Capt. George Fowler, 
who has been in the Pennsylvanta river 
service since 1872, was in command. 
Henry Cook, who has Fowler beaten in 
time of service by four years, was the 
engineer. 

The Baltimore headed diagonally across 
stream. The boat was only about 200 feet 
from shore when Capt. Fowler saw a 
lighter coming down the river at top 
speed close to the New York shore. It 
looked as if the Hgnter’s commander did 
not see the Baltimore at all. 

One shrill whistle was sounded by 
the ferryboat. That meant: ‘‘ We'll cross 
your bow.” But, according to the ferry- 
boat captain and his men, no attention 
was paid to the signal, The lighter came 
on. Laden with pig lead, it lay low in 
the water. 

Seeing that his whistle had done no 
good, Capt. Fowler quickly sent down the 
command to reverse the engines. The 
engineer obeyed, but it was too late. 

With its bow barely skimming the wa- 
ter, the Greenwich rammed the Baltimore 
twenty-five feet from the bow, just where 
the forward air-tight compartment and 
the hold met. The shock of the collision 
threw several of the surprised passergers 
off their feet, and those who had been 
on the lower deck fled sternward. 

It had all come about so suddenly that 
nobody ‘was prepared. Until the last 
minute both crew and passengers expect- 
ed the lighter to turn out toward mid- 
stream and pass the Baltimore astern. 
The boats struck, clung together a mo- 
ment, and #eparated. The Greenwich had 
torn away several fect of the Baltimore's 
overhang and rammed an ugly hole into 
the. hull. 

With the water pouring in—but not fast 
enough to drive the engineer and -fire- 
men from their posts—Capt. Fowler car- 
ried the boat Into the north slip. If wnat 
he said afterward is right, the passengers 
were more interested than alarmed, They 
crowded around to ask questions. But 
they all kept rear the land end of the 
boat and seemed glad enough to reach the 
shore. 

It was then that the real work of the 
Captain and crew began. Water con- 
tinued to pour in, though not in alarming 
volume... The wounded end of the Balti- 
more being far into the slip, it was im- 
possible for any assisting tug to help her, 
so Capt, Fowler backed her out again and 
brought her tnto the South slip so that 
the rammed-in side could be reached from 
the river. 

News of the collision had already been 
sent to the Ferry Superintendent at Jersey 
City, and he had started two of the Penn- 
sylvania’s own tugs across to give aid. 
Their crews boarded the Baltimore and 
tore a great hole in the lower deck in or- 
der to get the pumps in place. Then the 
pumping began. At first it looked easy. 
Then the tugs were called away to handle 
freight, and some tugs of the Merritt- 
Chapman Wrecking Company were sum- 
moned. oy 

The water gradually gained on them: 
Just at 7:45 the boat, quietly and with 
dignity, went to the bottom and sat there 
on an even bottom. Last night the water 
was up to the top of the lower cabin door. 
The pilot house and upper deck were well 
above the water. 

The emergency boat, Princeton, will be 
put into commission between Desbrosses 
Street and Jersey City to-day, and the 
service will not be interrupted. The 
Baltimore, a side-wheeler, was built 
eighteen or twenty years ago, h@t was 
rebuilt five years ago, and in the eyes 
of the Pennsylvania people it ts “‘as good 
as new." 


VOTE FOR SEA-LEVEL CANAL. 


Only One Vote In Senate Committee In 
Favor of the Lock Type. 


WASHINGTON, May 16—The Senate 
Committee on Inter-Oceanic Canals voted 
to-day in favor of a sea-level canal across 


the Isthmus. 

Senator Carmack’'s return from Tennes- 
see gave the sea-level advocates a ma- 
jority of one vote. Chairman Millard was 
the only one of the minority faction who 
attended the meeting. The committee re- 
mained in session just long enough to 
authorize Senator Kittredge to make the 
report to be presented to the Senate as 
soon as the minority may have @n oppor- 
tunity to prepare their views for a lock 
canal. The two reports will be made at 


the same time.

Lee Arthur, a playwright, who collab- 
orated wit”%i Charles Klein in “‘ The Auc- 
tioneer,”’ probably fractured his skull by 
falling down the Subway steps at the up- 
town Times Square station last night. He 
slipped by accident and rolled down the 
entire length of the stairway to the bot- 
tom, where his head struck the floor of 
the station.

He also declared 
that the man who inspired it was “an 
unqualified, a deliberate, and a malicious 
liar, whoever he may be, and however

Everybody in Washington familiar with 
official methods knows that if, as Bailey 


charges, this statement came from the 


White House, it could have been inspired 
only by one of two persons, the President 
or Mr. Loeb, his private secretary. Mr. 
Bailey stopped short of saying which of 
the two he regarded as the source of tho 
inspiration, but he declared that if it was 
not inspired by the President, the Presi- 
dent, if an honorable man, must instantly 
remove from office ‘‘the miserable 
wretch” who did inspire it, and that if 
this was not done it would prove that the 
act was done with his consent. 

This declaration was immediately tele- 


phoned to the White House by one of the 
President’s friends. Chandler also heard 
of it, and promptly sent to Bailey a copy 
of the memorandum of April 11. Batley 
will put that memorandum in The Record 
to-morrow. 

In his charge of conspiracy Bailey called 
attention to the fact that the article ap- 
peared in The Chicago Tribune yesterday 
and tn The New York Tribune a day later, 
both papers reaching Washington’ at the 
same time. ‘I suppose,”” he said, “it 
was thought proper to send it to Chicago a 
day in advance, so that thé two calumnies 
might meet In Washington at the same 
time."’ 

Charge Made Against Balley. 


The purport of the article in The Chi- 
cago Tribune was that the President, dis- 
covering just in time the treachery of 
Bailey through the timely warning of 
Chandler, accepted the Allison amend- 
ment.

TERRANOVA GIRL HEARS: 
EVIDENCE AGAINST HE 


Witness Declares She Shot Her 
Uncle and Aunt Down,

THE JURYMEN ALL FATHERS 


|All. Have Daughters, Too—Sympathy 
Must Be Felt for Her, Says 
the Prosecutor. 


Josefina Terranova, the young Italian girl 
who is on trial before Justice Scott in the 
Criminal Branch of the Supreme Court, 
charged with having killed her uncle and 
aunt, Gaetano and Concetta Reggio, out 
of revenge on the night of Washington's 
Birthday, was begun yesterday. 

The jury box was, filled at noon with 
the selection of John F. Gibbons, a hand- 
kerchief manufacturer of 331 East Fifty- 
seventh Street, as the twelfth juror. Mr. 
Gibbons, like all his fellow jurors, is the 
father of girls. He has four daughters. 

Assistant District Attorney Ely, who is 
prosecuting the young girl, began his ad- 
dress to the jury immediately after Gib- 
bons had been sworn. The girl defendant, 
who showed the same quiet air of confi- 
dence and assurance as on the prior days 
of the trial, HMstened to his story of the 
crime with which she is charged without 
showing any outward sign of emotion. 

Mr. Ely punctuated his remarks with 
emphatic gestures, and at times pointed 
an accusing finger at the girl who is on 
trial for her life, but he on the whole 
spoke in a more subdued strain that is 
customary with him. 

For the first time since the trial began 
there were some of Josefina’s kin. in 


court. Mrs. Angela Pollaro, her mother, 
just out of a sick bed, with the parched 
features that come with age in southern 
Italy, came into court just before the 
roeeedings began, and took a seat far

ings, which involve life and death for her 
daughter, but she eyed the girl with anx- 
ious curiosity as she sat at the defend- 
ants’ table with her counsel, ex-Judge 
Palmieri. 

With the old woman were two of Josef- 
ina’s sisters. The older, Mrs. Catherine 
Giorgione, carried an infant in her arms. 
The younger, little Rosina, is only seven. 
Josefina asked her counsel for permission 
to have little Rosina sit with her at the 
counsel table, but the prosecution would 
not allow this. Before court opened there 
had been a meeting of mother and daugh- 
ters, from which all of them came with 
tears. 

There was no great rush of morbid spec- 
tators into court. Most of those who at- 
tended the trial were Italians of the 
poorer class. Only eight women attended. 

‘It is impossible not to feel sympathy 
for the defendant,’’ said Mr, Ely in his 
address. ‘“‘ Undoubtedly on account of her 
youth the jury might feel tempted to 
shift the burden of responsibility in this 
case. It is true that even the prosecution 
might. be subject to this same measure of 
sympathy, which is only human. But 
sentiment and sympathy shouid have no 

lace here. The people of the State of 
New York is iooking to you twelve men 
to uphold the dignity of its laws. 

‘Tt will not be necessary in this case to 
rove a motive. She came from her home 
n Brooklyn to Manhattan, where she 
bought the pistol and knife with which she 
committed the murder. She went eighteen 
miles in quest of her victims and com- 
mitted the act with deliberation and pre- 
meditation as we will prove.

As he started upstairs he heard Josefina 
cry, ‘‘Help! Help!” i 

Ciccio. said that as he entered the room } 
he saw the girl standing in the middle -of 
the floor screaming and waving her arms 
in the air. She had a revolver in the 
right hand and Gaetano was holding her 
wrists. 

‘Was she pointing the revolver at her 
aunt?" asked Mr. Ely. 

‘“‘Yes, her aunt was in front of her,” 
said the witness. ‘‘I jumped in and took 
the revolver from her. As I wrenched 
the weapon from her hand two shots 
went off. She fired them. Then she broke 
loose from Reggio and ran away.” 

Cictio said both Concetta and Gaetano / 
fell to the floor. Gaetano cried: ‘I'm | 
dying. I'm dying.’”’. He had been shot | 
through his heart. Then the bakers who | 
were working for Gaetano came running 
up, all white with flour. 

Mr. Ely then tntroduced the _ revolver: 
and the knife. The young girl flushed | 
slightly. 

Mr. Palmieri on cross-examination asked | 
the witness if he could tell whether she 
was trying to shoot her uncle or her} 
aunt when he burst into the room.

MUSEUM DELEGATES LOST. 


Subway Guards Misdirected Them— 
Director Bumpus Made President.

FOR BRICK YARD RIOTS | 


After Strikers Fight. 


NEGROES AIDING EMPLOYERS 


Itallans Being Driven to Their Homes, | 
and an Attempt May Be Made 
To-day to Disarm Them. 


Special to The New York Times. | 
COEYMANS, N. Y., May 16.—This vil-| 


night. The Second Battalion of the Tenth | 
Regiment, sent from Albany, twelve miles | 
away, to quell disturbances which broke} 
out to-day among Italian laborers in the! 
great brick yards here, is guarding the} 
streets as well as the brick plants on the 
river. 

Orders have been tssued for all resi- 
dents of the Italian quarter to remain | 
within doors, All the saloons have been | 
closed by the military authorities, and 
every road leading into the village is | 
picketed by National Guardsmen. There | 
are dozens of Italians skulking at various | 
points, though as the military zone is ex- 
tended they flee to their own quarters. 

All day long Italians besieged the mer- 
chants of Coeymans and Ravena, the 
nearest railroad point, for arms: and am- 
munition. The attempts to purchase all 
failed, and then the Italians tried to bribe 
others to buy cartridges for them, ~ but 
without success. The Italians have de- 
clared their determination to kill three 
men, C. F. Suderly, John H. Suderly, and 
Deputy Sheriff. William Utley. The two 
Suderlys are now in Coeymans Village. 
Utley has stood his ground all day. 

Two hundred and fifty soldiers are 
camped ina ryefield ona big bluff 
overlooking - the brickmaking plants, 
which are adjacent to the river. The camp- 
fires can be seen for miles up and down 
the Hudson. Within 300 yards Is the 
Italian quarter, containing probably 450 
or 500 men, as well'as women and chil- 
dren. 

Blanks for the swearing in of -Deputy 
Sheriffs are piled high in the Gedney 
House, the leading hotel. Forty were 
Bworn in to-day, but only twenty were 
willing to cross the bridge over Coeymans

AMERICAN SCIENTIST IN JAIL. 


Arrested In Panama Because He 


Burned Infected Huts. 


PANAMA, May 16.—The telegraph wires 
between Panama and Bocas del Toro 
have been busy during the past twenty- 
four hours regarding the alleged illegal 
imprisonment by the Bocas del Toro au- 
thorities of Prof. McKenney of Wash- 
ington, an expert enfployed by a fruit 
company to study the banana plague, 
which recently appeared in the country 
and is menacing the destruction of the 


plantations. 
It seems that the Professor decided to 


burn certain huts within the infected 
territory as the first step toward the ex- 
termination of the pest, and that short- 
Vv after so doing he was imprisoned on 
the charge of arson, brought against 
him by a man who had occupied one of 
the huts. The fruit company protested 
unavailingly, asserting that the huts 
burned were its property. 

Gen. Guardia, Secretary of War and 
Minister of Foreign Affairs, has issued 
orders that Prof. McKenney be released 
on bail, so as to enable him to continue 
his laboratory work on the banana 
plague microbe, which he says he has 
discovered. 

Last night the American Legation re- 
ceived a dispatch to the effect that the 
Professor was still a prisoner. The Ameri- 
can Consul at Bocas del Toro telegraphed 
to Gov. Magoon this afternoon that Prot. 
McKenney would be sent for trial to 
Panama.

“I believe,’ said Mr. Hughes, “ that the 
interest taken in the Investigation was 
not the interest of the idle or the censo- 
rioug or the scandal-seeking class, but the 
interest of business men who resented the 
scandals disclosed. The business men 
were alive to the necessity of exposure, 
which would mean a correction of affairs 
they deplored. They knew that the breed- 
ing places of corporate corruption should 
be cleansed.”’ 

This was the first striking utterance of 
Mr. Hughes to the association. The ap- 


plause that followed it was weak, but the 


insurance Investigator did not seem to be 
looking for applause or encouragement. 
Secretary of War Taft, who had preceded 
him on the list of speakers, watched him 
through the tail of his eye keenly, and as 
if half expectant of ean explosion on the 
part of the New York man. 

When Mr. Hughes used the word 
“muck ” for the first time, Mr. Taft put 
a little more attention into his sidewise 
glances to the speaker and there were 
many at the tables in the banquet room 
who held their breath and expected a 
word or two that might end with a ref- 
erence to the President’s protest against 
the “ rakers.”’ 

Mr. Hughes deftly turned into an 
“Uncle Remus” story and applied it, 
saying that when there was no dust there 
was no need for dusting, and that when 
there was no muck there was no use for 
the ‘* muck-rake.” 

‘“‘But when there is muck to be raked,” 
he declared, “it must be raked, and the 
public must know of it, that it may mete 
out justice.” 

Mr. Hughes then spoke of the insur- 
ance investigation and its result, saying 
that the sense of individual responsibility 
was weakened, and that the country's 
old-fashioned appreciation of fidelity was 
not. He declared that when the man 
with fiduciary responsibility relaxed his 
fidelity to make personal gain, Amort- 
cans would not stand for it. In this 
same view he also looked upon those who 
attempted to make profits from inflated 


stocks or capital. 

“We have had suggestions,” he said, 
“that oblique advances were warranted 
in great industries, but we have come to 
a time when such advances are realized 
as strokes which weaken the confidence 
of the people.” 

He argued against corporate wrong- 
doing, saying that the law should strike 
whoever was hurt. To the question of 
social unrest in this country he addressed 
himself with the declaration that there 
was the unrest of those who felt that 
tkere was not honorable dealing in busi- 
ness and that there was unfair discrimina- 
tion. 

Bosides this spirit of protest, there was 
also the spirit which he described In a 
story. He said that in front of the Hoff- 
man House he had heard a man promi- 
nent in New York affairs declare that if 
McKinley Was elected for a second term 
the armies of the discontented would be 
encamped on the heights-of Jersey. 

** Judge,’ said another in the party, “ if 
you go in the bar and have one more 
drink you'll see ’em encamped there this 
afternoon.” Mr. Hughes closed with a 
strong advocacy of honesty in business 
methods, and was heartily applauded as 
he took his seat. 

Secretary Taft was eted with an en- 
thusiasm that found its relief in cheers. 
He talked on the Philippine tariff, and 
was statistical, admitting that his ad- 
dress was not, perhaps, as livaly_as some 
of the banqueters might desire. The Sec- 
retary said that the fortunes and the 
welfare of the Filipinos were thrust upon 
the United States, and that the United 
States should care for them until they 
were able to stand alone. 

“Freedom does not feed people,” he 
added. ‘‘ We must give the Filipinos all 
we can to baile SP their prosperity.”” He 
urged that the Filipino should be taught 
to labor and to understand what it meant 
to him. 

Rear Admiral Coghlan, who followed 
the Secretary, immediately took him to 
task for saying that the Philippines were 
forced on this country. He did not see it 
that way under naval conditions which 
existed during the Spanish war. The Ad- 
miral declared himself in favor of a mer 
chant marine on the ground that it would 
supply sailors to the navy. 

“You can’t make a sailor in a day,” he 
said. ‘A merchant marine would fur- 
nish the navy with material in time of 
war.” 

John W. Van Cleave, the new President 
of the association, who looks like the late 
Gen. Fitzhugh Lee, made a brief address, 
in which he said he was born in Ken- 
tucky, but was a Republican.

HOOK \ WORM IN INDIANA. 


Victim from West Indies Dies of | 
“Sleeping Sickness.” 


Special to The New York Times. 

INDIANAPOLIS, May 16. — Leading | 
physicians of this city are greatly in-! 
terested in the case of Lemuel Tilson, a 
young man who died at his home in 
Johnson County to-day of what is be- 
lieved to be the “sleeping sickness,” 
disease peculiar to some parts of the 
tropics. 

Tilson returned from the West Indies 
several weeks ago, and was soon at- 
tacked by the disease. He slept almost 
constantly, but could be aroused suffi- 
ciently to take nourishment. 

The sleeping disease caused by the hook 
worm, as it is called, is greatly feared, | 
because it is very contagious. It is said | 
to be caused by a microbe which attacks 
the intestines, producing drowsiness or | 
sleep, which continues till death. A case 
of this disease is said to have never been 
known before north of North Carolina.

Meeting of Committees for Regu- 
lation of Athletics. 


STUDENTS WANT FOOTBALL| 


Graduates Recommend Resumption of | 
Game in 1907 After Trial at Other 
Colleges— Faculty Silent. 





The three committees appointed at Co- | 
lumbia University to consider the question | 
of the regulation of athletics, subsequent | 
to the prohibition of football last Fall, | 
held a joint meeting at the university last 
night to frame their final recommenda- 
tions to President Butler outlining the | 
policies which they consider should be 
pursued in future. 

The purpose very evidently is to organ- | 
ize and control the whole scheme of ath- 
letics and make it part of the curriculum | 
of the university, to be dominated by one 
head and so subdivided into! 
groups that it may be governed with the! 
greatest facility. It is the intention to! 
all the objectionable features 
complained of last Fall and to build up a} 
structure that shall be free from all} 
detrimental influences, 

The three committees represented Fac- | 
ulty, alumni, and students. Each has | 
prepared an individual report embodying | 


}its ideas, and it is presumed that it Is the} 


intention of the meeting last night to: 
prepare a joint report which shall frame | 
compromise recommendations which will | 
be put into effect. At a late hour the 
meeting was still. in session. To-day its| 
reports, either the three individually or a} 
join report, will be submitted to President | 
Butler, who is vested with final authority | 
= = in force or reject the measures ad- 
vised. 

Student interest, of course, centres in 
the question of what will be done with | 
football. The Faculty committee’s report, 
the substance of which has already been 
made public, makes no mention of the|! 
game, whether or not it will be continued 
this or in any future year. This is con- 
strued to mean that as far as Faculty 
opinion goes there should be no continu- 
ance of football either under the old or 
reformed conditions. 

The Student Committee naturally rec- 
ommends its revival, stating its belief that 
the new rules as promulgated by the 
American Intercollegiate Football Com- 
mittee appointed by the conference of col- 
leges, in which Columbia participated, will | 
entirely eliminate the onthe complained of 
in the game and place it at once on a 
sound and satisfactory basis. The com- 
mittee recommends that the game be au- 
thorized on trial at Columbia as it has al-| 
ready been at Harvard, which similarly 
abandoned it last Fall when its eyils 
seemed incorrigible. 

The Graduate Committee takes an fn-! 
termediate position between these two ex- ! 
tremes, but, like the Student Committee, | 
expresses the opinion that the game as 
revised will prove satisfactory In all re-| 
spects, and suitable for the participation | 
of Columbia undergraduates. It, how- 
ever, recommends that in view of the!

THE WAR OF WORDS. 

We observe with great satisfaction 
ttt in the miserable controversy now 
Proceeding at Washington one conclu- 
gion has been reached, one resolution 
S&rrevocably taken. Ex-Senator Cuan- 
Dummer, though affirming that the power 
@f. speech is still left to him, declares 
that. he will “never use it again as a 
missionary from President Roosrva:t 
to the Democratic Party.” We are 
heartily. giad of it. The resolve comes 
late, but it is wisely taken. Mission- 
@riesegent across the party line rarely 
wake. lasting conversions, and they al- 
mostinvariably get into deep trouble. 
Genator*Onanpier has had his lesson, 
@nd will doubtless be a better man 
fondit. 

ew Presidents have-profited by ap- 
peafing to the opposition against the 
yeoaicitrants of their own party. Mr. 
Reosrvent has apparently increased 
theshostility with which his plans have 
been regarded by the leaders of his 
wen party in the Senate, while, in- 
stead of winning any oonsiderable and 
tvastworthy Democratic support, he 
has-probably added to the formal hos- 
titty of partisanship new and bitter 
elements of personal dislike and dis- 
trust. Tested by their results, the 
moves he has made must be set down 
ee unconscionably, “ bad politics,” and 
Mr. Rooseve.t has been rated a good 
politician. 

We presume there was politics in the 
attack upon Senator Barey, and wé 
are inclined to believe that the attack 
originated, or was suggested, in. the 
White House. There is evidence to 
support that belief. But we think can- 
aid men will acquit the President of 
any part in it. It-is the fate of Presi- 
dents to be surrounded by superser- 
viceable secretaries and placemen more 
Aistinguished for loyalty to their chief 
than for the exercise of good judgment 
in their attempts to serve him. Senator 
Batney denounced the writer of this 
calumny as all sorts of a liar, and ex- 
tended his denunciation to its origina- 
tors, whoever they might be. He might 
have added that the pitiable silliness of 
the charge that. he had sought to de- 
feat the Rate bill by loading it down 
with unconstitutional amendments was 
its own refutation. In the newspaper 
dispatch that formed the subject of his 
brief but pointed remarks the state- 
ment was made that Senator CHAN- 
PLHR had carried to the White House 
the tale that Senator TrmumMAN was 
Gistrustful of Senator Barter and be- 
Weved him to be treacherous, because 
he “had devised his extraordinary 
amendment prohibiting ’ the lower 
courts of tho United States from exer- 
aiging the right to issue interlocutory 
erders for the sole purpose of defeat- 
Me the Railroad bill.” If Senator Bar- 
mmr did engage in this nefarious plot, 
then the President and Attorney Gen- 
eral must be branded as his coparceners 
fm the dark conspiracy, for they, too, 
fmsisted upon a limitation of the right 
to issue ex parte injunctions, It fs un- 
likely that the most active and eager 
@upporters of the Hepburn Dill, from 
the President down, have really been 
trying to kill it by the addition of un- 
constitutional matter. 

As to.the most painful and regretta- 
ble feature of this controversy, the 
question of veracity that has been 
raised, we think Senator CHANDLER’S 
statement reinforcing that of Senator 
TILLMAN goes very far toward produc- 
ing the conviction in open minds that 
they are right in their recollection and 
the President wrong. It is not neces- 
sary to assume, and we altogether de- 
cline to assume or to believe, that the 
President has deliberately and con- 
sciously misstated the facts in the 
transaction. The mind of THEODORE 
ROOSEVELT concerns itself so intently 
from dawn until midnight with such a 
multitude of large affairs; he sees so 
many men, and he puts forth such 
floods of utterance, that it is aimply 
impossible that he should have an ac- 
curate memory of all that he does and 
gays. Moreover, he is temperamentally 
hothéaded, impetuous, and, as every- 
body I:nows, much given ‘9 i:formali- 
*Je~ @..J indiscretions of speech. It is 
met -<° thac he should keep no mind 
ef the hasty and strange-sounding 
things that in his off-hand, vigorous 


- §emy-he continually says about United 


States Senators and party leaders. It 
was, therefore, not unnatural but it 
was woefully indfscreet and ill-advised, 
that he should denounce as falsehoods 
statements attributed to him which 
reached the public through Senator 
TILLMAN’S version, given in the Seriate, 
of what Mr, CHanpLerR had heard in 
the White House. Upon the lips of a 
President of the United States such 
language is unseemly, and telephonic 
distance does not soften it, Besides, it 
Was unnecessary for the President to 
disclaim with that vigor sentiments 
which everybody knows he entertains 
concerning the relation of Senators 
Knox, Spooner, and Foraker to the 
Hepburn bill. 

It ought to be a chastentng experi- 
ence for Mr. Rooskve.t, but we almost 
despair of him. He is a hard fighter; 
ihe is pretty strenuous even at play, 
j}and he ought to be able and willing to 
| bear occasionally a hard knock himself. 


| He ought, moreover, to understand 


00| that if the high exigencies of the Ex- 


ecutive policy require him now and 
then to shift his tactics with great sud- 
denness, without taking his friends into 
his confidence, as he evidently did shift 
his tactics in accepting the Allison 
amendments without notifying his 
Democratic allies that he would dis- 
pense with their further aid, those who 
have stood at his right hand and his 
left hand respectively, have a right to 
be surprised, and have a right to ex- 
hibit that emotion with some little irri- 
tation thrown in. The President would 
be in many respects more comfortable, 
and so would the people, if he were 
a quieter man. Plunging as he does 
into pretty much all of the public and 
a great part of the private business of 
the country, he necessarily foments 
strife, kindles opposition, and raises 
many rows. He has now had so pro- 
longed an experience in raising rows 
that the country has a right to demand 
of him a decent respéct for the laws of 
the game. It would be a good thing if 
he could get the idea into his head that 
the men who oppose him may be just 
as upright and sincere as himself. At 
least, it would be wiser for him to re- 
strain his rather free propensity for 
imputing falsehood to those who are 
called upon to have dealings with him. 





SELECTING JUDGES. 

The large number of Justices of the 
Supreme Court to be chosen this Fall 
in the two districts including: Greater 
New York makes it possible to arouse 
public sentiment to a degree that will 
secure good nominations. So far three 
movements are on foot looking in part 
or wholly to this end. 

First, there is the projected co-oper- 
ation of the Republican and Demo- 
cratic organizations in selecting com- 
mon candidates. This is obviously more 
in the nature of a division of the of- 
fices than an effort exclusively to get 
the best men. Then there is the plan 
suggested in the Citizens’ Union to re- 
peat the system of 1901, and name a 
committee of 100, or two such com- 
mittees, one for each district, which 
should be composed of citizens of the 
highest reputation, to make the full 
nominations. It is not understood or 
intended that these nominations should 
in any sense be those of the Citizens’ 
Union as an organization, but simply 
that the organization should place its 
machinery and its experience at the 
service of candidates thus chosen, and 
do all that it possibly can for their 
election. In such a coufse the Citizens’ 
Union would be performing in an ex- 
cellent and practical manner one of the 
chief functions for which it was es- 
tablished, and would undoubtedly, in 
the absence of any better plan, render 
valuable service. 

There is, however, on foot another 
plan formed by a considerable number 
of members of the Bar Association, 
which in some respects is parallel to 
that of the Citizens’ Union. It contem- 
plates the selection of a set of candi- 
dates by a like committee of the law- 
yers of the city, with fio reference to 
party ties, directly or indirectly, and 
their submission to the party conven- 
tions, with the understanding that if 
they are not indorsed they will be 
nominated by petition, as was done in 
the case of the District Attorney last 
Fall, and supported by independent 
action. With the Bar Association of- 
ficially, or through the hearty co-oper- 
ation of the great body of its members, 
such a scheme would be exceedingly 
promising. There is no apparent rea- 
son why this plan and that about to 
be proposed in the Citizens’ Union 
should not be combined and receive the 
united support of the two organiga- 
tions. Their object is the same. They 
enlist many men who are in both or- 
ganizations. It ought not to be im- 
possible, though it would necessarily be 
somewhat difficult, to insure common 
nominations, and in that case the or- 
ganized political machinery of the 
Union with the active work of the mem- 
bers of the Bar Association should 
make success certain. And success 
would be an almost inconceivable ad- 
vantage for the people of New York. 


THE CZAR AND HIS PEOPLE. 

The demands of the representatives 
of the Russian people, in the proposed 
address to the crown, amount practical- 
ly to the abolition of the autocracy 
and the establishment of a lirhited con- 
stitutional monarchy. The address is 
likely to be made more rather than 
less radical before it is adopted by the 
Parliament, and it is already quite too 
sweeping for the Czar to accept unless 
he is prepared to surrender his auto- 
cratic powers and prerogatives. These 
cannot exist under a Government of 
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ministers responsible to a representa- 
tive body elected by universal suffrage, 
as-demanded in the address. When it 
is recalled that the present Parliament 
was chosen by a system of partial suf- 
frage, sifted in the case of every class 
twice, and in that of the peasants 
thrice, with the avowed purpose of se- 
curipg conservative men, the extreme 
nature of the policy put forward is all 
the more significant. 

Not merely the demand for universal 
suffrage and a responsible Ministry, but 
the specific measures of legislation pre- 
sented in the address show the spirit 
of the people. The most revolutionary 
of these is the forced expropriation of 
crown lands, of monastic lands, and of 
the lands of the nobility, to which the 
abolition of the Council of the Empire 
is but a logical corollary. And to this 
is added specifically the ,demand for 
freedom of strikes. Here we have the 
embodiment of the desires of the great 
mass of the common people, the peas- 
ants and the workingmen. That it 
should be found presented so firmly afid 
plainly at the very outset of parlia- 
mentary experimentation “in Russia 
shows how vigorous and vital has been 
the ferment going on in the popular 
mind, without gaining any expression 
under the stern and stifling rule of the 
bureaucracy. Nor must we lose sight 
of the most important fact in the whole 
recent history of Russia, namely, that 
the masses, apparently dumb and inert 
beneath the ruthless repression of the 
ruling class, have had the intelligence 
and the energy so to organize their 
forces that the first representative body 
accorded, which ‘was supposed to be 
packed against them, is the ready and 
complete instrument of their will. Ap- 
parently a desperate struggle hetween 
the people and the autocracy, with the 
bureaucracy, is inevitable. It will be 
a tremendous one, and it is hardly con- 
ceivable that the autocracy shall not 
in the long run either surrender or be 
overthrown. 


“TAINTED MONEY” AT SMITH. 

It is an ancient saw that “the unde- 
vout astronomer is mad.” It is a mod- 
ern gloss—‘‘ Why, of course, Mad at 
the devout astronomer.” Miss Marr E. 
Brrp ts, we assume, a devoutyastron- 
omer, And it appears that what she is 
“mad” about is the acceptance by 
Smith College, over the observatory of 
which she has presided for nineteen 
years, of $100,000 from Mr. Joun D. 
Rockerseriter and $62,500 from Mr. 
ANDREW CARNEGIE. 

Miss Brrp has not been In haste. Mr. 

ReokEretiyer’s tainted benefactions 
began to infect Smith three years ago. 
It was ohly a year ago that Mr. Car- 
NEGIp contributed his malodorous mite. 
This appears to have been the last 
straw which dislocated the moral ver- 
tebrae of the astronomer. It is inter- 
esting to know that she is preparing a 
“statement” which may be given to 
the world next month at commence- 
ment, when her resignation takes ef- 
fect. 
What makes Miss Brrp’s position 
particularly puzzling and provocative 
is that it appears she has hitherto been 
most . conspicuous, apart from her 
strictly professional star gazing, in the 
capacity of Anti-Imperialist. Anti-Im- 
perialism is also one of Mr, CARNBEGID's 
avocations, and Miss Brrp must know 
more, or suspect more, about the origin 
of Mr. Carneain'’s fortune than the 
rest of us, when she finds that she 
fears even a fellow-Anti-Imperialist 
bringing gifts. 

As for Mr. ROCKEFELLER’s tainted 
benefaction, none of which, by the 
way, appears to have been devoted to 
Miss Byrrp’s specialty, we may expect 
Miss Brrp to rehearse the famillar ob- 
jections of Dr. WASHINGTON GLADDEN 
and his associates. But as for Mr. CarR- 
NEGIn’s she must have something new 
to say against taking it, if she says 
anything, and curiosity on that score 
will assure a wide circulation for her 
promised explanation of her disgusted 
retirement. 

“' DR, CRAPSEY’S CASE. 

Dr. Crapspy’s able and zealous cuun- 
sel, Mr. Epwarp M. SHEPARD, im- 
peaches the decision in his case, as not 
having been reached after a fair trial. 
According to Mr. SHEPARD, the eccle- 
siastical court was “ organized to con- 
vict.” 

That view may be legally tenable. 
But the remarks of Mr. SHWPARD’s 
Bishop—if, as one supposes, Mr. SHEP- 
aRD be an Episcopalian—made in his 
“ charge "and published on the same 
day with Mr. SHEPARD’s protest, seem 
to us to be more to the point. After 
welcoming the “ higher criticism” and 
whatever may shed light on -the tenets 
of the Churches, the Bishop concludes: 
“Those who distinctly throw over the 
Church’s authority can hardly fail to 
be tried and condemned. This is a mat- 
ter of necessity.” 

Bishop Burezss is clearly in the 
right. “ This is a matter of necessity.” 
And he ts equally in the right when he 
says that the admonition of the Church, 
of any Church, to those who have 
ceased to believe, or come to disbelieve, 
in its doctrines, is “ Be silent, or with- 
draw.” An agnostic, once asked to be 
sponsor for the child of a friend, hu- 
morously inquired: “But about those 
thirty-nine articles? Suppose, when I 
read them, that I should find I believed 
only thirty-eight of them?” This is 
net the point at all. As JoHNSON re- 
minded BoswELu, there are two opin- 
fons in the Anglican Communion itself 
about what the “subscription” to 
those same articles required of its min- 
isters. One is that the subscriber be- 
lHieves them, which in our day may per- 
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haps be taken to betoken a tough in- 
tellectual digestion; the other that they 
are merely “articles of peace, not to 
be preached against.” Dr. CRapsrr’s 
case is not concerned with the articies, 
but with the creeds, the “historic 
standards,” as the Presbyterians put it, 
of the Christian faith. The extracts 
from Dr. Crapspy’s writings which 
have been published surely show that 
he has not only disbelleved, but 
“preached against” those articles, 
whether of faith or only of peace, 
MATTHEW ARNOLD defended hig adop- 
tion and cirtulation of the view of the 
Gospels arrived at by the “ higher criti- 
cism”.of Germany, upon the ground 
that the Bible would be more useful 
when unfounded theories about it had 
been abandoned, and described his own 
attempt to reconcile it with modern 
philosophy as “an attempt conserya- 
tive, and an attempt religious,” Quite 
possibly so. But MarTrHpaw ARNOLD 
was not “in orders.” If he had been, 
“Literature and Dogma” and “God 
and the Bible * would surely and justly 
have brought him into ecclesiastical 
trouble. As Bishop BurGress says, 
“This is a matter of necessity.” It is 
perfectly open to Dr. Crapsmy to’ pub- 
sh his views ag a private person,’ but 
not as a clergyman of the Protestant 
Episcopal Church in the United States 
of America. And all talk about “ per- 
secution” and “heresy hunting” in 
such a case is equally silly and unjust, 
whether the talker happens to sympa- 
thize or not to sympathize with the in- 
tellectual attitude of the writer whom 
the Episcopal Church had under {its 
laws simply. no choice but to suspend 


from bis clerical functions. 
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SQUANDERING THE 
FRONTS. 

More than one bill has been passed 
to give exclusive use of portions of the 
Riversidé water front to private asso- 
ciations. The Mayor vetoed one of 
them yesterday. As he says, there”“can 
be no objection to private use di priv- 
ileges there in common with all others 
for nothing, but no price and no con- 
sideration will suffice to excuse taking 
the property of all for the private use 
of any. And the higher the’ class of 
the applicant the less is the excuse. 
The rich more than the poor ought to 
pay for what they want, and ought to 
be ashamed to ask anything for noth- 
ing. But in this case it is not a ques- 
tion of price. When Columbia Univer 
sity asked for similar rights it set the 
example of not asking that the prop- 
erty which it undertook to redeem and 
create should be given to its exclusive 
use. 

There fs a horrible example of the 
abuse of such conditions across the 
river. Eminent counsel have filed with 
President Co_er a protest against the 
erection of a skyscraper across the foot 
of a street leading to the river. It is 
a@ reproach to Brooklyn that It allowed 
the river view to be monopolized by a 
row of houses whose occupants alone 
enjoy the water front. The entire city, 
or at least the entire section adjacent 
to the river, would have been beautified 
and made remunerative by higher taxes 
if it had been dedicated to public uses 
in the Riverside Park manner. And 
now it is proposed to build up even the 
land left vacant at the foot of a street 
cn the last bit of land available for 
park uses. The old and new owners 
of Grace Court are within their prop- 
erty rights. It is the borough which 
is open to reproach for not having any 
effective public sentiment about it, and 
at the cost to the city as a whole of 
the loss of a potential beauty spot, 
whose surrounding streets might stand 
higher upon the tax books. 


WATER 


According to the Senate Committee 
on Interoceanic Canals, we are to have 
@ sea-level canal at Panama. That 
makes new legislation necessary. New 
authority must be issued to the Presi- 
dent. It means a fight with the Ad- 
ministration, and probably further 
postponement, But if we ever build a 
canal across the Isthmus it will prob- 
ably be at the level of the sea. 


TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


Last week we print- 

All Is Quiet ed a dispatch from 
in the Cody, Wyo. to the 
effect that the first 

Yellowstone. culty 42 toute & 
pass through the’ Yellowstone Park this 
Spring had been startled to find all the 
geysers and hot fountains of that re- 
markable valley in a state of unusual ex- 
citement, the ebullitions hitherto intermit- 
tent having become continuous, in many 
cases, and not a few of the old land- 
marks having been obliterated. A few 
days later we printed another dispatch, 
stating that the first one had the product 
of somebody’s too fertile imagination or 
the disturbing effect on somebody's too 
sensitive mind of a spectacle which 
thousands of travelers had viewed with 
an interest comparatively calm; in other 
words, that the park attractions were 
much what they long have been, and that 
its Plutonian industries were showing no 
particular sympathy either with the San 
Franaisco earthquake or with the erup- 
tion of Vesuvius. There we had sup- 
posed the matter would end, merely an 
illustration of th® queer desire which so 
many people apparently feel to find—or 
invent—proof that the whole earth is in 
an unquiet mood, and that there is a close 
connection between things without any 
connection at all, so far as known, and 
only an indirect and remote one by scilen- 
tific supposition. The story, however, 
seems to have caused some worriment lest 
the impression should get about that the 
park has become dangerous, to the dim- 
inution of the tide of travel to and 
through it, and we have been asked to 
announce that an inquiry addressed to 
the manager, of the reservation has 
brought the following reply: ‘‘ There has 
been absolutely no disturbance of any 
kind tn the park. This report probably 
emanates from the same person who re- 
ported an alleged stage accident last 
year.” Can it be that we have been, un- 
consciously as well as unintentionally, 
parties to a dark plot against somebody 
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or other? The thought fs dreadful, almost 
disquieting. We suspect, héwevér, that 
the manager is just a little too sus- 
picious when he finds the hint of malice 
in what was in all probability nothing 
worse than an innocent exaggeration by 
@ man unfamiliar with tracts of land 
where boiling water and mud are slopped 
about in such apparent carelessness as 
they are at all times at the headwaters of 
the Yellowstone. We should ourselves 
have expected the tale of more passionate 
activity on the part of the geysers to be 
good, not bad, for the tourist business, 
and are therefore somewhat mystified 
by the request that our original denial 
be emphasized. No manager of a seaside 
hotel ever asked us to deny a story about 
a@ sea serpent in his waters, and yet it 
ig well known that one sea serpent is 
more dangerous—cspecjally to reputation, 
that most precious of possessions—than 
many geyers, turned on full head, would 
ever be. But we strive to please, and the 
denial is emphasized as requested. 


Secretary SHaw, 

Idea Suppression having ventur 
in the in his speech at 
Baltimore, upon 
Army and Navy. tng rather dell- 
cate subject of idea suppression In the 
army and navy, might well have gone into 
the matter thoroughly, instead of confin- 
ing himself to dark hints that will give 
quite as much offense as frankness would 
have given, and yet will not be of any 
real help toward reform becausé they are 
not comprehensible to any except those 
who are opposed to change—and to a few 
who have no power to bring it about. 
“There is nothing,” said the Secretary, 
“that will take the native capacity out of 
@ man as quickly as employment in any 
branch of the army or navy. If I wanted 
to make a fine preacher out of a young 
man, I would send him to West Point, for 
it is the best school on earth.” That was 
rather hard on preachers, as well as on 
West Point, and as a matter of fact no 
school can be “ the best on earth" which 
unfits its pupils for their work jn life. 
That it might fit them for something else 
is the poorest of recommendations. And 
the Secretary really should have been 
more definite than he was when he said: 
“In one branch of the Government serv- 
ice—-I won’t say which—if a man has a 
good idea they court-martial him. After 
he has suppressed ideas for two or three 
years, no more propose themselves and 
he becomes a figurehead. The army and 
navy have lots of men whose ideas have 
been suppressed.’ Men with a fuller 
knowledge of this subject than has Secre- 
tary SHaw have been before him in la- 
menting what they thought to be the 
tendency, both at West Point and at An- 
napolis, to deprive the boys of initiative 
and originality of mind,- partly through 
imposing on them an amount and kind of 
mental work ill adapted to their years, 
and partly by the employment of a disci- 
pline so rigorous that it broke or weak- 
ened the springs of action. If Secretary 
SHaw has any new suggestions to make 
he should offer them at once, while his 
position lends them weight. The output 
of our soldier and sailor mills, however, 
has not been so bad, and among the 
ideas that have not been suppressed by 
either of them is that of victory as the 
only thinkable end of a battle once begun.

The old ones have been studied by a3 
Many as could be expected to give them 
any attention, and somehow they do not 
seem to have accomplished much. Those 
who liked the idea of a simplified and ra- 
tlonalized spelling the first time it was 
presented to them still like it, while those 
to whom it -was obnoxious are stfil re- 
pelled. It seems to be, as yet, in grgat 
part a matter of instinct and sentiment, 
and that’s a pity, too, for nothing could 
be more intensely practical, in most of 
its aspects, than the alternative choices 
between the so-called old and the so- 
called new—the terms are in fact exact- 
ly transposed—methods of indicating 
sounds by letters. Meetings behind closed 
doors will not help a bit toward getting 
the discussion on a sounder basis, and it is 
absurd to suppose that Prof. Matrumws 
or Col. SPRAGUE or Commisstoner GREEN 
made any attacks on superfluous or wrong 
letters that could not have been heard 
with propriety and edification by anybody 
who chose to listen. 


FUNERAL DRIVERS’ STRIKE. 


Not a Case 


Aimed at the Men from Whom Under 
takers Hire Coaches. “ 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

In your editorial there appears this date 
under heading “ Fought Only to Strren- 
der’? an article which I hope you will 
correct as widely as you have printed it. 

The undertakers had nothing at all to 
do with the striking drivers. The under- 
takers, as a rule, with few exceptions, 
hire their hearses and carriages from 
what is called the-Coach Owners’ Asso- 
ciation. This said body, I have been in- 
formed by one of their officers, has been 
incorporated at Albany. They sent 
to all undertakers in the Boroughs 
of Manhattan and Bronx a price 
list that went into operation Apri! 
1, 1906, raising prices .on vehicles 
to us and the public above all reasonable 
rates, for no rational reason, as the 
drivers had not asked for, demanded, or 
received any increase to their meagre 
pay. 

The increase in prices of vehicles de-

Sharp Willlams broke in with an amend-

“Whereas, The British sea monster we 
are trying to imitate has been named the 
Dreadnought,” he said, “ this man-o’-war 
is hereby named the ‘Skeered o’ Noth- 
in’’ as an expression of our true Ameri- 
can spirit.

DELAWARE WATER GAP SAVED. 


Final Decision In Higher Court Orders 
Removal of Stone-Crusher. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The following is from The Stroudsburg Jet- 
fersonian: 

The Delaware Water Gap crusher plant of 
the Lackawanna Railroad Company, a hard- 
fought legal battle over which has been had 
in the courts for some time past, is perma- 
nently enjoined and henceforth may not con- 
tinue in operation. 

The Hon. W. A. Erdman, attorney for Dela- 
ware Water Gap Borough, and acting with 
Attorney General Carson in the case, has n 
notified that the Supreme Court has afft id 
the decision of Judge Staples, tn the lower 
court restraining the defendant company from 
operating its crusher plant, under existing con- 
ditions.. 

The decision is that the company shall 
rémove within forty days from the road in 
the Borough of Delaware Water Gap the over- 
head chutes and pipes extending across the 
same; remove tn forty days all such portions 
of buildings which are within the lmits of 
the said public road to wit: within sixteen 
feet and nine inches of each side of the centre 
line of the beaten track thereof, the said 
buildings and structures being knoWn as the 
crusher plant; the defendant is enjoined from 
conducting stéam across the road, from making 
any further deposit of rubbish or hurling 
stones in the Delaware. The costs were on 
the defendant. 

No one should rejoice more over this de- 
feat than the railroad itself, which has spent 
thousands of dollars in photographing and ad- 
vertising the Water Gap, which would have 
been gashed and marred forever by the stone 
quarry.

Originally they might 
have been cherries had they been permitted to 
attain maturity. But they were picked while 
green and bleached white fn an alkali bath, 
then colored with coal tar dye, and pre 
served with formaldehyde. Packed In geo- 
metrical rows in a handsome case, or reposing 
beneathean amber sea of liquid, these chemical 
Maraschinos were decidedly pleasing to the 
eye, but that was the only sense benefited by 
them.

Tue New YorE Times, ever willing and 
ready to help any good cause, published 
recently an interesting letter on this sub- 
ject from Mr. W. W. Hallock, in which 
were eloquently expressed the earnest 
sentiments of a vast number ef New 
Yorkers. Why should visitors, from even 
the smaller cities of Europe, be allowed 
to suppose that Americans, so justly fas 
mous for the wealth and generosity of 
their innumerable institutions of philan- 
thropy, are so selfish as to provide only 
for their own municipal comforts and 
pleasures and cruelly neglect the noble 
horse and the faithful dog—the best and 
most constant friends humanity has? 

An ornamental fountain, with @ high 
basin, wide enough for a team of horses, 
and a small basin behind it, low enough 
for all dogs, would not, I believe, cost 
more than, say, $250, Of course, the foun- 
tain should be artistic in design (duly ap- 
proved by the Municipal Art Commis-

SUBWAY VENTILATION. 


Iron Partition Between the 
Tracks Suggested. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The question of ventilating the Subway, 
so important to all New York, is to me 
very easy of solution. 

Let a dividing wall be built separating 
the north-bound from the south-bound 
trains, and it is apparent that there 
would be virtually two tunnels, in the 
easterly of which the north-bound 
trains would create a current north- 
ward; in the westerly tunnel the 
south-bound trains would cause a south- 
erly current. In both, the traing would 
create an air pressure in front expelling 
the vitiated air, while the partial vacuum 
in the rear would draw in fresh air from 
the street. 

Want of space should not prevent the 
execution of such a plan. That partition 
could be built of sheet. metal, the upper 
part of which could be fixed and the lower 
part rising or falling. like a curtain, and 
movable from the stations, so that one sec- 
tion, or a block, or even the entire wall 
from end to end could be raised when de- 
sired, as when track walkers or working- 
men in the Subway might want to pass 
from side to side in their labors or to 
avoid passing trains. Such an air current 
would fleat off the horrible smells, the 
moisture, and the death-dealing steel dust. 
It would aiso cool the tunnel, hasten the 
oxidation of the impurities along the road- 
bed, and tend to prevent the accumulation 
of disease germs; The air would be con- 
tinually / changing. 

Such a wall could be put tn place before 
the heat of the dogdays could make the 
Subway insufferable even to people accli- 
mated to the tropics.

MANNING WANTED THEM OUT 


‘-Glergyman Saye Long Island Diocese 
Lost $40,000 by Neglecting His 
Offer for the Property. 


Lack of time was said to be the reason 
why none of the delegates to the Fortieth 
Annual Convention of the Episcopal Dio- 

“cese of Long Island questioned yesterday 

Bishop Frederick Burgess's address of the 
day before as an expression of the feel- 
ings of the church upon the subject of 
faith, It was said that that part of the 
Bishop’s statément which held that the 
decision of the church ts final, was ob- 
jectionable to many of the clergymen pres- 
ent, the contention being that such an 
edict robs men of their individuality. A 
resolution opening the matter to free dis- 
‘cussion was prepared and was withheld 
Only because in the hurry of closing the 
convention it was feared the subject 
would not receive the consideration to 
which it was entitled. It was said. after 
the convention had adjourned that the 
question of taking the matter before the 
General Convention, to be held in October, 
1907, in Richmond, Va., will be carefully 
considered. 

The delegates, all of whom knew unof- 
fiially of the charges of the Rev. John 
Manning, rector of the Church of the 
Holy Comforter -of Brooklyn, regarding 
the sale of the Maurice estate, manifested 
great interest yesterday afternoon when 
Dr. Manning arose to address the con- 
vention. A resolution had just been of- 
fered that 1,500 copies of the journal, 
which always contains the Bishop's an- 
nual address, be printed. Dr. Manning 
offered the following resolution: 

Resolved, That so much of the Bishop’s ad- 
Gress as refers to the management of the 

aurice estate by the Trustees of the diocese 

omitted. 

No one seconded the resolution. Dr. 
Manning attempted to speak to it, but 
was cut short by Bishop Burgess who re- 
minded him that there had been no sec- 
onder, and the amendment was not con- 
sidered. 

Dr. Manning, his face flushed with in- 
dignation, then withdrew from the con- 
vention. He was asked why he had of- 
fered the resolution, and dictated the fol- 
lowing statement: 

“Two years ago the convention gave 
authority to the Trustees of the estate be- 
longing to the diocese to sell the Font- 
maur property at Maspeth, dthe Maurice 
property .in Maspeth.) In June last the 
Trustees received an offer of $120,000 for 
it. About the same time, June or July, I 
called on Bishop Burgess with an offer 
of $180,000 for the property. On a subse- 
quent day I raised it to $190,000. That was 
$70,000 above the highest bid they had re- 
ceived. 
diocese could not be got together by the 
Bishop, and the matter was dropped. 
Later in the Fall a meeting of the Trust- 
ees was held». One of the Trustees, Alex- 
ander E. Orr, informed me that he had a 
bid of $200,000. I asked him who had made 
the bid, and I objected to any one being 
informed of my bid and then making a 
bid of a few more dollars. He would not 
tell who the party was. I there and then 
told him I would go $10,000 more, or $210,- 
000.. They did not act on the sale that day, 
for what reason I do not know. 

“Subsequently I offered $250,000. At 
the time I offered that sum there was no 
one over it. Wilhelmus Mynderse of. 54 
Wall Street had been deputed to conduct 
the sale. At his office he told me at the 
time I offered $250,000 that they were ad- 
vised by real estate owners not to sell the 
property for some time, and that he had 
written to the lawyers who had been 
connected with him in condemnation pro- 
ceedings to the same effect. 

“ The parties who are connected with me 
advised me to make an additional offer, 
and I accordingly, in about ten days, of- 
fered Mynderse, in the usual formal way, 
$800,000, of which $100,000 was to be in 
cash, $100,000 in three months, and $100,- 
000 in six months, cash. I immediately re- 
ceived a letter from Mr. Mynderse say- 
ing that the property was sold. Then 
the case was over, and there was noth- 
ing more to do. Mr. Mynderse told me 
that they would not sell, and told his 
lawyers by letter that he would not sell 
the property for some time. What the 
-cause was for selling ten days later I 
do not know, but the result was that 
the diocese tost $40,000 by reason of this 
hasty proceeding of the Trustees of the 
diocese.”’ 

Dr. Manning told the reporters that he 
was to have received $20,000 personally 
had his deal gone through, and that the 
diocese coulda sell the property for $600,- 


000 or $700,000, thereby making, perhaps, 
$400,000. But that statement was not 
contained in his dictated words. 

Bishop Burgess was seen directly after 
the convention and the statement dic- 
tated by Dr. Manning was shown to 
him, and he was asked to make a state- 
ment. 

“I can easily do so,” said the Bishop, 
emiling. ‘‘ Manning never offered over 
$200,000, and the selling price was $262,- 
457:65. Everything was open and above- 
board. We sold to the highest bidder. 
There were no commissions or percent- 
ages. We tried to do the best we could 
for the diocese.”’

Paintings that tell a story, and a few 
portraits also, are to be seen in the studio 
of Miss Maria Brooks, 154 West Bightieth 
Street, not far from Manhattan Square.

Among the portraits is one which she 
cherishes as a souvenir of her first years 
in.New York—namely, of the Rev. Dr.

Morgan Dix, a replica of the full-length 
in Trinity Chapel. Both are wood like- 
nesses.

*‘ Mental Conflict” is a head in a black 
frame, &@ woman whose uplifted eyes al- 
most brim over with restrained tears. In 
lighter vein is a half length of a lady in 
a white dress and white shawl, with red 
roses at her breast, who leans her head 
a bit to one side with an arch look. It 
is called ‘“‘ Just Thinking.” A. carefully 


wrought figure is that of a young woman 
seated at a table, where she has teen 
sewing a yellow skirt covered with black 
lace. She is a seamstress, and wears a 
dark-blue chintz dress with white flower 
sprigs. She leans against the high back 
of her chair with eyes closed, and in a 
very natural and truthful way her arms 
and hands lie relaxed on the table in front 
of her. ‘“‘ Forty Winks" is the title of 
this pretty little painting; which does not 
appeal to false sentiment as to labor; is 
not at all an illustration of ‘‘ The Song 
of the Shirt,” but merely a picture of a 
healthy and rather pretty girl fallen 
asleep over her work.

STANDARD OIL DRAFTS 


Antecedents of the Illinois Man 
Called Rockefeller’s Father. 


CAREER IN NORTH DAKOTA 


Picture of Oil Man Was That of 
Doctor, Too—Told of Lending 
Money on Trust Stock. 


Special to The New York Times. 

GRAND FORKS, N) D., May 16.—If 
North Dakota ever enjoyed the distinc- 
tion of having William A. Rockefeller, 
father of John D. Rockefeller, as 4 
citizen,‘ the honor has passed. The man 
many believed was the father of the ofl 
man left Parke River almost as mys- 
teriously as he came. This man was 
known as William A. Livingston and he 
assumed the title of doctor and promoted 
a cure for cancer. 

Livingston had a farm in Kensington, 
Walsh County, and settled there in terri- 
torial days. This farm now adjoins the 
town site. Those who remember him say 
that he was very reticent, and so far as 
was known never had a confidant. The 
“doctor "" was a lover of dogs and horses, 
and there were few races in the territory 
in those days that he falled to attend. 

The first intiration that he was other 
than dspendent on his own resources came 
when he presented a draft at the local 
bank for payment. The draft called for 
$3,000, and as the cashier pushed ths 
money toward him he seemed somewh.* 
astonished, saying that he thought the 
draft was for only $300. This remark 
called for an explanation, and Livingston 
said that the draft was for a dividend 
on Standard Oil stock which he had ac- 
quired in“~a rather interesting manner 
from John D. Rockefeller. 

He said that he met the oll man in the 
East several years before, when Rocke- 
feller needed a little money. Livingstoy 
lent several thousand dollars to Rocke- 
feller, he failed to say how much, and 
took Rockefeller’s note with Standard Oil 
stock as security. At the end of the year, 
Livingston said, the oil man offered 
to return the amount borrowed, or 
give him the privilege of keeping the 
stock. Livingston kept the stock. 

“It was not worth much then,” Living- 
ston is credited with saying, “‘ but I can 
get $75,000 for it now.” 

wen then it was not suspected by tho 
residents of Parke River that the old can- 
cer doctor was any relative of Rockefel- 


ler. He sold out his farm and left the 
State. Within the last few years he was 
in lowa and Illinois. 

Parke River folk are sure that the Dr. 
Livingston, cancer doctor, who died in 
Freeport, Ill, wag the br. Livingston 
who passed many years among them, 

The bank cashier, who probably was 
better acquainted with Livingston than 
any other person at Parke River, declares 
that the picture of the father of Rocke- 
feller is that of Livingston, too. The 
cashier says that several times he had 
drafts cashed for armounts somewhat 
smaller than $8,000, but apparently from 
the same source. 

Dr. Livingston left Parke River almost 
a dozen years azo. He was upward of 40 
years Old at that time.

GEN. JOHN McARTHUR DEAD. 


Was a Gallant Officer In Civil War 
and Ex-Postmaster of Chicago. 


CHICAGO, May 16.—Gen. John McAr- 
thur, ex-Postmaster of Chicago, died here 
to-day. He had been ill for two years. 

Gen. McArthur was born in Erskine, 
Scotland, Nov. 17, 1826, and was educated 
there. After leaving school he learned 
the blacksmith's trade. In 1849 he came 
to America and settled in Chicago, where 


he went into the manufacturing business. 
When the civil war was declared he en- 
listed, and was apopinted Colonel of the 
Twelfth Illinois Volunteers. He was pro- 
moted to Brigadier General in 1862, and 
breveted Major General. In the opera- 
tions against Vicksburg he had command 
of the Second Division of the Seventeenth 
Army Corps, and there distinguished him- 
self in several battles. 

Gen. McArthur was Commissioner of 
Public Works of Chicago and President of 
the Board of Education,

RAZORS IN CHURCH? NO. 


Members of Newark’s Aristocratic Col- 
ored Congregation Are Annoyed. 


Members of the congregation of the 
colored Presbyterian Church in Plane 
Street, at the annual meeting on Tuesday 
night, warmly resented the charge made 
at the recent meeting of the Newark 
Presbytery, that they go to church with 
their razors in:their pockets.

It had even been 
advised that some of the disputants cdr- 
ried knives and razors to the services. 
The Presbytery decided that it is about 
time to disband the congregation and sell 
the church edifice, on which it holds a 
mortgage. 

Of the 200 enrolled members, about 125 
attended the congregational meeting on 
Tuesday night. Elder Scotland, who pre- 
sided, said that some white folks think 
that ‘‘all a negro is good for is to play 
craps and brandish the razor.” 

“Whoever,” he added, ‘‘ told our par- 
son that we go to pray with our razors 
in our pockets has done something wrong 
and ungodly.” 

“Why, ladies and entlemen,”” ex- 
claimed Elder Duffy, when it came his 
turn to speak, ‘‘ we haven't a barber in 
the whole oquaregeey except maybs 
that’old bow-legged——”’ 

Cries of *‘ Sh-sh’”’ from all over the hall 
drowned the rest of his oration. 

‘“‘Folks say that,’ put in Brother Ed- 
ward Walton, “ because we wouldn’t let 
|in some who would like to go to church 
with razors and knives. We kept them 
out, and that’s where we get our aristo- 
cratic name.”’

He declined, ow- 
ing to a promise he had given Mrs, Cul- 
lum that she might remain as long as she 
liked. McCarthy brothers then got a dis- 
possess order. 

Marshal Hobby, who is a small man, 
engaged the services of two strong ne- 
groes to aid him in effecting the eviction. 
When they appeared early yesterday 
morning at the Cullum apartment, Mrs. 
Cullum had her hands in flour mixing 
biscuits. briefly Ciena sing their war- 
rant, the officer of the law and his 
assistants took the Cullum household ef- 
fects and hustled them into the street. 

“Can't you ‘et me cook and eat m 
breakfast in peace? *’ Mrs. Cullum asked, 

“Orders is to move things right out, 
missy,’’ said one of the helpers. 

*l've got to cat," said she. 

“Have t’ eat in the street, then,” was 
the reply. 

Bowing to the inevitable Mrs. Cullum 

saw her stove, which was redhot in prep- 
aration for the biscuit baking, carried 
from the building and deposited in the 
street. Following the men, she popfed 
her dough into the oven and turned her 
attention to manufacture of flap- 
acks and coffee. 
’ A crowd quickly collected and watched 
Mrs. Cullum while she completed her 
preparations for breakfast and seated her- 
self at a hastily cleared ‘table. When 
she bowed her head to invoke a blessing, 
many in the crowd ceased their noise and 
laughter out of respect, and also bent 
thelr heads. Then Mrs. Cullum fell to and 
enjoyed a hearty meal before seeking 
other.apartments. As the last biscuit dis- 
appeared the onlookers again cheered Mrs. 
Cullum before leaving her.

cn the card, and ridden by Gallagher, 
| Started at 5 to 4 on fin a field of ten run- 
jrers. Just as the field approached the 
first jump Game Cock, a half length in 
front of Copper, took off for the jump, | 
and his rising seemed to lead Copper into 
|@ blunder, the first and last in public 
of bis career, for the gray took off with 
Game Cock, and with half a length fur- 
ther to jump, struck the obstacle with his

The runaway d!ld not 
harm him appreciably, though, as he took 
command on the last turn, after Adbell 
led to that point and then went on in 
front and won hips before Clark Griffith, 
in a fair race at a mile and a furlong.

The explosion of a big gasoline tank at | 
the Standard Oil Company's plant at | 
Constable Hook, N. J., on the outskirts | 
of Bayonne, yesterday morning shook

Beveral miles along the shore. The shock | 
Was plainly noticeable at St. George and | 
New Brighton, Staten Island, across the | 
harrow strait. 

Fire followed the explosion, 
time threatened neighboring 
first the destruction of the 
front was feared, but the 
the fire-fighting system installed by the 
company was soon apparent, and the} 
blaze was confined to the tank in which | 
it started. Nobody was hurt, and the} 
loss, when considered in connection with 
the amount of excitement created, was in- | 
consequential.

Residents of the vicin- 
ity at first thought there had been an 
earthquake shock, the San Francisco dis- 
aster being fresh in their memories, and 
rushed from their homes and places of | 
business into the streets. When the gas- 
oline took fire and they saw a pal 
of smoke mounting into the air from the 

Standard yards they knew just what had 
happened. 

The explosion blew the top of the tank, 
which is thirty feet high and ninety feet 
in diameter, with a capacity of 30,000 bar- 
rels, at least 100 feet into the air. It 
fell back a mass of crumpled iron, and 
Immediately there was a burst of flame 
which shot up 200 feet. The 
was followed by the heavy black smoke 
which always marks an oil fire.
